THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Wuenras by “The Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” it was enacted 
that on and after the first day of June one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, or such 
later day as might be fixed for the purpose by Order in Council, the Regulations eontained in 
the table marked C in the schedule to the said Act shoul come into operation and be of the 
game force as if they were enacted in the body of the said Act ; but that Her Majesty might 
from time to time, on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, by 
Order in Council, annul or modify any of the said Regulations, or make new Regulations in 
addition thereto or in substitution therefor; and that any alterations in, or additions to, such 
Regulations made in manner aforesaid should be of the same force as the Regulations in the 
said schedule : 

And whereas by the same Act it was further provided that whenover it should be made 

to appear to Her Majesty that the Government of any foreign country was willing that the 
Regulations for preventing collisions contained in Tuble C in the schedule to the said Act, or 
such other Regulations for preventing collisions as are for the time being in force under the 
said Act, should apply to the ships of such country when beyond the limits of British juris- 
diction, Her Majesty might, by Order in Council, direct that such Regulations sould apply 
to the ships of the said foreign country, whether within British jurisdiction er not ; ante

(6.) On the starboard side, a green light so constructed as to show an uniform and 
unbroken light over an are of the horizon of 10 points of the compass; so fixed 
as to throw the light from right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on the 
starboard side ; and of such a character as to be visible on a dark night, with 
a clvar atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles, : 


(e.) On the port side, a red light, so constructed as to show an uniform and unbroken 
light over an are of the horizon of 10 points of the compass ; so fixed as to 
throw the light from right ahead to 2 puin's abaft the beam on the port side, 
and of such a charact:r as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear atmos- 
phere, at a distance of at hast two miles.

(c)—A fishing vessel when employed in drift net fishing, shall carry on one of her

lower green, and shall also either carry the side lights required for other 
vessels, or if the side lights cannot be carried, have ready at hand the coloured 
lights as provided in Aricle 7, or a lantern with a red and a green glass as 
described in paragraph (@) of this Article. 

(e)—Fisking vessels and open boats shall not be prevented from using a flare-up in 
addition if they desire to do so. 

(f)—Tbe lights mentioned in this Article are substituted for those mentioued in the 
12th, 13th, and 14th Articles of the Convention between France and 
England scheduled to the British Sea Fisheries Act, 1868. 

» “g)—All lights required by this Article, except side lights, shall be in globular lanterns 
so constructed as to show all round the horizon.

Arr. 12. A steam-ship shall be provided with a steam whistle, or other efficient steam 
sound signal, so placed that the sound may not be intercepied by any obstructions, and with 
an efficient fog horn to be sounded by bellows or other mechanical means, aud also with an 
efficient bell.

(0)—A sailing ship under way shall make with her fog horn, at intervals of not more 
than two minutes, when on the starboard tack one blast, when on the port tack 
two blasts in succession, and when with the wind abaft the beam three blasts 
in succession, 

(c)—A steam ship and a sailing ship when not under way shall, at intervals of not more 

\. than two minutes, ring the bell.

This Article only applies to cases where ships are meeting end on, or nearly end on, 
in such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply to two 
ships which must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass clear of jeach 

+ other. a’ 


The only cases to which it does spply are, when each of the two ships is end on, or 
nearly end on to the other, in other words, to cases in which by day’ each 
ship sees the mast of the other in a line, or uearly in a line, with her own; 
and by night, to cases in which each ship is in such a position as ta eee both 
the side lights of the other. . 

It does not apply by day to cases in which a ship sees another ahead crossing her own

Every steam-ship when approaching another ship, so as to involve risk of 
collision, shall slacken her speed, or stop and reverse if necessary. 


Arr. 19. In taking any course authorized or required by these Regulations a steam- 
ship under way may indicate that course to any other ship which she has in sight by the 
following signals on ber steam whistle, yiz.— 

One short blast to mean—“ I] am directing my course to starboard,” 

Two short blasts to mean—“ I am directing my course to port.” 

Three shorts blasts to mean—"T am going full speed astern,” 

The use of these signals is optional; but if they are used the course of the ship must be 
in accordance with the signal made. 

Ant, 20. Notwithstanding anything contained in any preceding Article every ship 


whether a sailing ship or steam-ship overtaking any other, shall keep out of the way of the 
overtaken ship. s 


Art. 21. In narrow channels ¢vory steam-ship shall, when it is safe and practicable, , 
keep to that side of the fairway or uidchannel which lies on the starboard side of such ship. 


Arr, 22. Where by the above rules one of two ships is to keep out of the way the 
other shall keep her course. 


Art. 23. In obeying and construing these rules due regard shall be had to all dangers 
of navigation, and to any special cireumstances which may render a departure from the 
above rules necessary in order to avoid immediate danger. 


No Ship under any circumstances to neglect proper precautions, 


Art. 24. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any ship, or the owner, or master, or : 
* crew thereof, from the consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of any neglect 
to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any precaution which may be required by the 
ordinary practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the case, , 


Reservation of Rules for Harbours and Iniand Navigation. 


Arr. 25. Nothing in these rales shall interfere with the operation of a special rule 
duly made by Ivcal authority relative to the navigation of avy harbour, river, or inland 
navigation. 

‘ Special Lights for Squadrons and Convoys. 

Ant. 26. Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the operation of any special rales 
made by the Government of any vation with respect to additional station and signal lights

NOTIFICATION. 

The 12th April 1880.—In exercise of the powers conferred upon him by section 
814 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, the Lieutenat-Governor is pleased to confirm the 
following bye-laws, which were made by the Commissioners of the Burdwan Municipality 
at a meeting convened expressly for the purpose, and of which due notice had been given ; 
and in exercise of the powers conferred by section 315 of the same Act, the Lieutenant. 
Governor is pleased to sanction the penalties which have been declared by the said Coriypis- 
sioners for the breach of the said bye-laws :— : 


Bye-Laws. 
For regulating the conduct of business at Meetings of the Commissioners. 


1. Merrineas shall be convened by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman by notice to be 
addressed to each Commissioner, at least three days before the day of the meoting. 

2. In the event of the Chairman or Vice-Chairman determining to call a special 
mecting, not less than two clear days’ notice shall be given to the Commissioners of the day 
fixed for such special meeting. 

8. Every notice convening a meeting shall be accompanied by a list of the business 
signed by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman to be brought forward at such meeting. 

4. Avy Commissioner wishing to bring forward any business shall give notice of such 
intention in writing to the Chairman so as to admit of its being included in the list of 
business to be brought forward at such meeting. 

5. No resolution or any business or proposition not included in the list of business 
shall be considered final unless ratified at a subsequent meeting. : 

6. At all ordinary meetings the proceedings shall be commenced by the minutes of ‘the 
last ordinary or special meeting being read with a view to ascertain if the resolutions passed 
at such meeting have been faithfully and accurately recorded in the words used by the mover 
of such resolution, or if amendments thereto shall have been passed, in the words used by 
the mover of such duly passed amendments. ¢ ‘ 

7. Inthe event of any Commissioner being of opinion that any such, resolution. has not 
been accurately recorded, it shall be competent to such Commissioner faystate his opinion to 
that effect, and thereupon the Chairman shal! decide whether or no such resolution has been 
accurately recorded by reference to the original draft of such resolution written and signed by 
the mover, and if he SOR the minute to be inaccurate, he shall then and there make the . 
necessary correction in the Minute-book, provided that no discussion as t ie 
tharwica of such epi shall be allowed.

Any Commissioner may propose an amendment to a proposition to the effect that 
rtain words in the proposition originally made be omitted therefrom, that certain words 
be sybstituted, or that certain words be added thereto, provided that such amendment be 
proposed when the subject is being discussed and the original proposition is still before the 
mee On the discussion being concluded in the event of several amendments having 
been proposed, the President shall put the last amendment to the vote first; if negatived, he 
shall put the second amendment, and then the first ; and if all the »mendmeuts are lost, the 
original proposition shall be put to the vote. 
16. No Commissioner shall be allowed to vote by proxy when he is unable to attend a 
meeting, or under any circumstanccs.

22, It shall be competent to any Commissioner to move a resolution to the effect that 
the subject under consideration be referred to a committee, provided that such Commissioner 
shall also at the same time propose the names of the members of such committee. 

23. It shall be competent to the members of any such committee appointed to vote at 
any general meeting on the subject reported on by such comumitice. 

24, Should any Commissioner object to any part of a report submitted by such com- 
mittee”such Commissioner shall be competent to make a proposition that the report be 
adopted, except with regard to the particular part objected to by him, or that such report be 
againfeferred to the committee, or that the report be entirely set aside, 

25. A subject once finally disposed of by a resolution duly passed at a meeting shall 
not be re-opened at auy subsequent mecting, unless at least three-fourths of the Com- 
missione:s present at a meeting of which due notice has been giveu consent that such subject 
shall be re opened and reconsidered, provided that resolutions adjourning the consideration 
of a subject may be reconsidered at aby meeting after the usual notice. 

26. The minutes of the proceedings of all meetings shall show the names of the Presi- 
dent and of all members attending, the words of every proposition and every amendment, 
and in cases where votes ure taken, the number of votes pro and con, 
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For regulating the mode of collecting laxes. 


27. Every collecting officer shall be provided with a certificate of his authority to 
collect, and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the municipality and the signature 
of the Chairman. Every collecting officer at the time of demanding payment shall be bound 
to show this certificate if required. 

28, Every person required in writing to furnish any sclicdule, return, or information 
which the Commissioners may lawfully require him to furnish, shaii send such sohedule, 
return, or information to the office of the Commissioners withiu one week trom the service 
of the requisition in the manner described in section 367 of the Act. Any person feiling to 
do so shall be liable to a penalty not excecding Rs. 10 for the omission, aud to a penalty of 
not exceeding Rs. 5 for every day the omission shall after warning continue. 

29. Payment of purchase-money for property sold and delivery of the property shall, 
if required, be ung immediately after the sale; and if the purchaser fail to pay the full 
amount of his bid, it shall be lawful for the distrainiug officer, at his discretion, to sell the 
property again on the same or any other day, and the first purchaser shall in such case 

. be responsible to the Commissioners fur any loss, which shall be recoverable as a debt duc 
to them,

The 7th May \1880,—The following Rules for Cultivation Leases of small lots of Waste’ 
Land in the Régulation District of Chittagong are published for general information :— 


These rules shall be applicable to all such waste lands being the property cf Govern- 
ment and not included in, or required for inclusion in, other settlements, taluki or other, 
‘ within the limits of the Regulation District of Chittagong, as shall from time to time be 
applied for by small capitalists for the purposes of ordinaty uative cultivation. t 
2. Such lands so avplied for shall, with the exception hereinafter provided, be divided 
into lots of about 50 acres, and their leases disposed of by public auction to the highest 
bidder, The land shall be divided into lots by the Collector, either aceording to the wishes 
of applicants or as may be convenient, but be must be very careful to defive the lot as 
clearly as possible at time of sale. 
8. The first lease shall run in every case to the general year of resettlement for the 
* district, viz. 1898 A.D., and the lessee shall have « right of resettlement on such terms and 
for such period as may then be fixed, provided that the resettlement shall not be for a less 
period than 20 years. / 
4. Selected tracts of available waste land shall be put up to auction from time to time. 
“Ageneral notice shall be issued setting forth that leases of the waste lands situated in the 
mpuza.or locality specified, will be put up to public auction on a specified date in such lots 
not exceeding 50 acres as may be applied for, and inviting persons who may wish to bid for 
any lot or lots of the said lands to put in written application for the same within one month 
from the date of the publication of the notice. 
5. This general notice shall be in the form set out in Appendix A, and shall be 
published by. posting up copies in the offices of the Settlement Officer and the Collector, in 
poliee-station within whose jurisdiction the village lies, and in some conspicuous part of 
the villages containing or adjoining the tract.

On receipt of 
the amin’s report a lease sbull be granted to the purchaser ina torm which shall be the 
counterpart of the form of kabuliyat given in Appendix B, together with a copy of the 
amin’s map. 

17. If at the time of giving possession of the lot to the lessee any dispute shall arise 
as to its boundaries or its identity with the lot of which he purchased the lease, the purchaser | | 
shall be bound by the decision of the Collector, and if dissatisfied therewith, may throw up 
the lease, in which case the amount paid as purchase-money wil be repaid to him without 
interest, after deducting any actual expenses incurred on survey, demarcation, or otherwise. 

18. Any land covered by the lease which may at any time be required for a public ‘ 
purpose, may be taken up by Government free of cost, a reduction being made in the rent 
payable under the lease proportional to the area taken up by Government; bat the value 
of any improvement or property therein shall be paid to the lessee, and shall be assessed 
under the provisions of the law in force for the time being for the acquisition of land for 
public purposes. 

19. The Government reserves to itself the right to all minerals on the lands which 
may be leased, together with such rights of way aud other reasonable facilities a¥’may be 
requisite for working, getting, and carrying away such minerals.

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Wuerzas by “The Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” it was enacted 
that on and after the first day of June qne thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, or such 
Jater day as might be fixed for the purpose by Oyder in Council, the Regulations ¢ mtained in 
the table marked C in the schedule to the said Act should come into operation and be of the 
same force asif they were enacted in the body of the said Act; but that Her Majesty might 
from time to time, on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, by 
Order in Council, annul or modify any of the said Regulations, or make new Regulations in 
addition thereto or in substitution therefor ; and that any alterations in, or additions to, such 
Regulations made io manner aforesaid should be of the same force as the Regulations in the 
said sebedule ! 

And whereas by the same Act it was further provided that whenever it should be made 
to appear to Her Majesty that the Government of any foreign country was willing that the 
Regulations for preventing collisions contained in Tuble C in the schedule to the said Act, or

(a.) On or in front of the foremast, at a height above the hull of not less than 20 feet, 
and if the breadth of the ship exceeds 20 feet then at a height above the hull 
not Jess than such breadth, a bright white light, so constructed as to show an 
uniform and unbroken light over an are of the horizon of 20 points of the com.

Land in the Regulation District of Chittagong are published for general information :— 

These, rules shall be. applicable to all such waste lands being the property of Govern- 

ent and ‘not included in, or required for inclusion in, other settlements, taluki or other, 

ah hin the limits of the Regulation District of Chittag ng, as shall from tise to time be 
es ‘ed for by small capitalists for the purposes of ordinary native cultivation, 
“P 9, Such ‘lands so applied for shall, with the exception hercinatter provided, be divided 
into lots of about 50 acres, ,and their leases disposed of by public auction to the highest 
bidder. The land’ shall be divided into lots by the Collector, either according to the wishes 
of applicants or as may” be convenient, but he must be very careful to define the lot as 
clearly as possible at time of sale. ; 

3, The first lease shall run in every case to the general year of resettlement for the 
district, viz- 1898 A.D,, and the lessee shall have a right of resettlement on such terms aud 
for such period as may then be fixed, provided that the resettlement shall not be for a less 
period than 20 years, : 

4. Selected tracts of aviilable waste land shall be put up to auction from time to time. 
A general notice shall issved setting forth that leases of the waste lands situated in the 
mousa or locality specified, will be put up to public auction on a specified date in such lots 
we lot or lots of the said lands to put in written application for the same within one month 
m the date of the publication of the notice. 

5. This general votice shall be in the forin set out in Appendix A, and shall be 
published by posting up copies in the offices of the Settlement Officer and the Collector, in 
the police-station within whose jurisdiction the village lies, and in some couspicuous part of 
the villages containing or adjoining the tract. 

6. The applications for leases therein invited shall be required to contain--

On Teceipt of 
the amin’s report a lease shall be granted to the purchaser in a form which shall be the 
counterpart of the form of kabuliyat given in Appendix B, together with a copy of the 
amin’s map. 

17. If at the time of giving possession of the lot to the lessee any dispute shall arise 
as to its boundaries or its identity with the lot of which he purchased the lease, the purchaser 
shall be bound by the decision of the Collector, and if dissatisfied therewith, may throw up 
the lease, in which case the amount paid as purchuse-money wiil be repaid to him without 
interest, after deducting any actual expeuses incurred on survey, demarcation, or otherwise, 

18. Any land covered by the lease which may at any time be required for a public 
purpose, may be taken up by Government free of cost, a reduction being made in the rant 
payable under the lease proportional to the area taken up by Government; but the value 
of any improvement or property therein shall be paid to the lessec, and shall be assessed 
under the provisions of the law in force for the time being for the acquisition of lund for 
public purposes. 

19. The Government reserves to itself the right to all minerals on the lands which 
may be leased, together with such rights of way and other reasonable facilities as may be 
requisite for working, getting, and carrying away such minerals.
